The n et resu lt of the first day of 
the war ap p ears to be that sev en Ru s* 
sian w’arship s hav e been 
disabled, 
au d that the Jap an ese hav e su stain ed 
Jittle or n o damage. 
Three of the disabled Ru ssian war* 
sliip s are beached at the en tran ce to 
the in n er harbor at Port Arthu r, su n k 
by Jap an ese torp edo boats Monday at 
midn ight. 
Two more were disabled in an en ­ 
gagemen t between the Jap an ese an d 
Ru ssian fleets at Port Arthu r at noon 
Tu esday . 
Two more were either cap tu red or 
disabled at Chemu lp o, where Jap an 
has a few warship s to cov er the lan d­ 
in g of troop s. 
There is some con fu sion of n ames 
in the rep orts, bu t it is reason ably 
certain 
that the Ru ssian warship s 
that hav e been p u t ou t of commission 
are as follows:

St. Petersbu rg, Feb. 10, 1 a. m.— 
The followin g official bu lletin has ju st 
been issu ed in the form of a telegram 
from Viceroy -4 1ex ieff’s chief of staff, 
dated Febru arj^ 9: 
“By order of the v iceroy , I beg to 
rep ort that this day , 
at abou t 
11 
o’clock in the morn in g, 
a Jap an ese 
sq u adron , con sistin g of abou t 15 bat­ 
tle ship s an d cru isers, 
ap p roached 
Port Arthu r an d op en ed fire. 
The 
en emy was receiv ed with a can n on ade 
from the shore batteries an d the gu n s 
of ou r sq u adron , which also p artici­ 
p ated in the en gagemen t. 
“At abou t 
midday 
the Jap an ese 
sq u adron ceased its fire an d left, p ro­ 
ceedin g sou th. 
“Ou r losses in the fleet were tw’o 
officers wou n ded, n in e men killed an d , 
forty -on e men wou n ded. 
The battle­ 
ship Poltav a an d the cru iser Nov ik 
each bad a hole kn ocked in her side 
below the water lin e. The forts wer^ 
slightly damaged.

in formation of the p recariou s situ a­ 
tion of the Ru ssian fleet which, owin g 
to the p resen ce of thick ice in the in ­ 
n er harbor of Port Arthu r, had been 
forced to come ou t in the roads op en 
to an y attack. 
Ev er sin ce the Ru ssian s made their 
imp osin g demon stration in the Yellow 
sea last week tht» Jap an ese torp edo 
craft hav e gon e close in to the Port 
Arthu r shore. The six teen battleship .s 
an d cru isers, with their torp edo com­ 
p an ion s, steamed slowly in battle for­ 
mation Su n day 
at midday 
tow^ard 
their goal. 
They came within sight 
of Port Arthu r u n der cov er of dar’c- 
n ess an d cru ised slowiy ou tside with­ 
ou t showin g lights. All torp edo boats 
w’ere detached to make the attack on 
the Ru ssian s, wiio were ly in g iu the 
roadstead ap p aren tly feelin g p erfectly 
secu re. 
Withou t delay n early all the Jap an ­ 
ese torp edo boats were disp atched on 
their darin g an d dan gerou s task. They 
ru shed fu ll steam on the en emy , who 
were comp letely su rp rised. 
A rattle 
of small arms greeted the in v aders, 
who came on at fu ll sp eed withou t 
bein g in ju red. 
Almost 
immediately 
the Retv izan . the Ccarev itch an d Pal­ 
lada were torp edoed. 
I hav e n ot been able to learn from 
Jap an ese officials here whether 
the 
torp edoes were sp ar or W’faitehead, 
n or am T able to ascertain how man v 
liv es were lost in the attack. 
The 
Jap an ese dashed alon g the en tire lin e 
of the Ru ssian s, ex p osed to the terri­ 
ble fire of machin e gu n s an d small 
arms, both from ship s an d shore. 
Accordin g to my in formation there 
was the u tmost con stern ation amon g 
the Ru ssian s,which p robably accou n ts 
for the fact that the J &pmne se torp edo 
craft escap ed 
p ractically u n scathed 
The v ictors tu rn ed tail u n der a rain 
of lead, an d rejoin ed their admiral 
ou tside, whose fleet had du rin g the 
attack kep t ou t of ran ge of the Ru s­ 
sian searchlights. 
By this time the whole fleet 
had 
come u p an d join ed 
the adv an ced 
sq u adron . 
A lin e of battle was form­ 
ed, an d the fleet mov ed to within a 
ran ge of two an d on e-half miles an d 
op en ed fire on the 
Ru ssian s. 
The 
n oise of the gu n s was heard far ou t 
at sea by officers of a Jap an ese ship 
wffiich arriv ed here this morn in g. The 
wildest rep orts are cu rren t, an d the 
Chin ese p op u lation is in a fren zy of 
ex citemen t ov er the rep ort that the 
.Jap an ese, whom they now regard as 
frien ds, hav e scored the first v ictory .

Within ten min u tes 
arran gem en ts had been made for all 
the machin ery an d accessories of the 
Philadelp hia Times p lan t to be p ack­ 
ed.

train chartered to carry the p rop erty 
to Baltimore.

MOTIVE FOR CRIME. 


Evid ence Shows Man Was Infatuated 
W ith Another Woman. 


Nearly 
pie 
One Hundred Thousa nd Peo- 
Were Rendered Ho meless 
By the Confla g ra tion. 


In Octob er,!871, the city of Chicago [ 
was the scene of one of the most ier-t 
rib le conflagrations c.f modem times. 
There had 
b een 
several unusually ^ 
If 
destructive fires 
on previous days,, 
b ut on the evening of Sunday, the 8 th,' 
The main 
conflagration commenced, v 
having its origin in a small wooden 
b arn on DeKoven street, in the west­ 
ern district of the city. 
The b uildings in that quarter were 
mostly wood, and there were several 
lumb er yards along the b anks of the 
river. 
Through 
these 
the flames 
raged with great fury, and w^ere car­ 
ried across ^he stream b y the stong 
westerly wind that was prevailing at 
the time, thence swept into the south- 
€ ni div isio n, which wa s mostly b uilt 
up with stores, warehouses and pub lic 
b uildings of stone, b rick and iron, 
many supposed to b e fireproof. 
The fire raged all day Monday, the 
f>th, and crossed the main channel of 
the Chicago river, sweeping all b efore 
it in the northern district, which was 
occupied mostly b y dwelling houses. 
in the western division, where the 
fire originated, ab out 195 acres were 
b urned over, including 16 acres sw’ept 
b y the fire Saturday evening, Octob er 
7. 
This section contained, b esides 
several lumb er yards, planing mills 
and numerous w'ooden structures of 
an inferior sort. 
Five hundred b uildings were des­ 
troyed in all and 2,500 persons ren­ 
dered homeless. 
In the southern division the b urnt 
district comprised 400 acres, extend­ 
ing from a line running diagonally 
from the corner of Michigan avenue 
and Congress street southwest to the 
intersection of Fifth avenue and Polk 
street up to the main channel of the 
river on the north. .The flames des­ 
troyed practically 
the whole space 
b etween the southern b ranch of the 
river to the lake, one b lock only re­ 
maining nnb urnt in all that area. 
This district contained the greater 
part of the most expensive structures 
in the city, all the wholesale stores, 
newspaper offices, princlped b anks, in- 
sumnce and law offices, coal yards, 
hotels, 
factories, 
the 
courthouse, 
custom house, chamb er of commerce, 
etc.. 
The numb er of 
b uildings 
de­ 
stroyed in this division 
was ab out 
3,660, which 
included 
1,600 stores, 
28 hotels and 60 manufacturing es­ 
tab lishments. 
Ab out 21,800 persons 
w'ere rendered homeless. 
In the north division the devasta­ 
tion was the most widespread, fully 
1,470 acres b eing b urned over out of 
the 2,533 in 
that 
section. 
Of the 
13,800 b uildings in the whole district 
not more than 500 were, left standing, 
leaving 33,300 in ruins and rendering 
74,450 persons homeless. 
The b uild­ 
ings b urned included more than 600 
stores and 100 manufacturing estab ­ 
lishments. That part next to the lake 
as far north as Chicago avenue was 
occupied b y first-class residences, of 
which only one was left standing. 
The total mrea b urned over in the 
city, 
including 
streets, 
was 2,121 
acres, nearly 
three 
and one-third, 
miles. 
The numb er of b uildings des­ 
troyed was 17,450, and persons ren-

dered homeless 98,500. 
Of the latto.* 
more than 250 lost their lives. 
The grand total losses of the Chi­ 
cago fire 
were 
in b uildings of all 
clases, $53,000,000; in goods and mer­ 
chandise, $83,962,500; in personal ef­ 
fects, $58,710,000. The total losses m 
all values in b uildings, merchandise, 
machinery and personal effects b e­ 
ing in round numb ers $196,000,000. 
This was not all, however, ior in­ 
cluding tho deprcCittUon of real estate 
and loss to b usiness occasioned b y 
the fire, the grand total of pecuniary 
damage was sot down at $290,000,000 
The population of the city at that 
time w’RR 334,270, and ab out 50,000 
left the city within a tv w w eek s after 
the fire. 
Fifty-six 
insurance 
companies 
m 
different parts of the country were 
forced to suspend payment on account 
of their enormous losses.

against Luther O. Horton, who

his wife in January, 1903, at Carlin 
ville, 111. 
The prosecution is b asing its case 
on an attem pt to estab lish a motive 
for the crime, it b eing alleged that 
Horton was desirous of getting rid of 
his wife so that he could devote his 
attentions to Miss Nora Alab augh, a 
girl of whom he is supposed to have 
b een enamored. 
Miss Alab augh, when put on the 
stand, 
made admissions 
concerning 
the relations b etween herself and Hor­ 
ton, while she had b een employed m 
the family. She admitted that he had 
emb raced and kissed her, and that he 
had given her money. 
O. H. Beam, a cab driver of Spring­ 
field. testified that he had carried Mr. 
and Mrs. Horton and Miss Alab augh 
in his vehicle, and that he saw Horton 
give the young woman money. 
Another sensational feature of the 
proceedings was the reading of a let­ 
ter which Horton had written Miss 
Alab augh several months after the at­ 
tempt 
at murder.

couched in most endearing terms. The 
following are extracts from it: 
“My own dearest, darling Nora.“ 
“O, dearest, if you were only with 
me I would b e all right.’'

This statem ent, that will not only 
create a sensation throughout Hoos- 
ierdom, but relieve the nervous ten­ 
sion of all Bedford citizens who since 
the m orning the m utilated corpse oi 
pretty Sarah C atherine Schafer was 
discovered have been led to believe 
that the m urderer resided there, was 
m ade to the E nquirer represt^niaiivi* 
by Dei(K*tive Ret?Kl at 10 o’clock 
tii- 
night, following a Ihree-liour.s’ confer­ 
ence with 
President Lowe, of 
the 
school board, in the la tte r’s office. 
Ju st when the arrest will occur Mr. 
Reed declined to state, but intim ated 
that the m urderer was under surveil- 
laaco in some Indiana city, now’ 
be­ 
lieved to be Elkhart. 
“The arre st is likely to take plae<‘ 
a t any moment, but just when I can­ 
not at this hour inform you,” contin­ 
ued Mr. Reed. 
“The evidence in our posses.sion w’e 
consider conclusive, convincing and of 
a character as will uUimately result 
in conviction.” 
T he detectives evidently discovered 
some crim inating eyidence w’hen they 
visited the fatal alley at 1:30 o’clock 
this m orning and went carefully over 
th e ground, the search lasting for 
more than an hour, m ade under ad­ 
verse circum stances and while rain 
fell in torrents.
